(the rain and those who cut their grain j 
J after the rain suffered heavy losses. , 
JShattering of the grain cut late in the j 
[season (arised a loss of from I Ti to JO 
[ per ce Bt. 
I 
The h arvest of th'- oats crop was just 
as diffi< ult as the wheat crop. Many 
farm ers who cut th eir oats with the 
re a p e r and binder found it n ecessary in 
many cases to cut open the sheaves in 
order that the g ra in might dry 
Those 
(who cut it with the moving mach ine or 
with the old-fashioned reaper had to 
I turn the grain time after time in ordei 
] that rte- moisture might be removed. 
In spite of the very ad vers e cond! 
lions, some t e n s e r s reported good oat 
yields. On o n e farm in the central part 
of the county the yield was slightly 
more than .">0 bushels to the acre Nor­ 
mally the oats yield is about 40 bushel! 
to the acre. 
Potato MBd tom ato g ro w ers also silt 
feted heavy h e w s a s the resslt of the 
rain. 
Many of th e potato vines died 
prem aturely and o th e rs suffered se 
verely as the re sult of the blight 
Mr. 
Uremia walt stated that 
hot 
and dry 
weather will prev en t the blight from 
spreading. 
The set on the tom ato vines is not as 
heavy as had been expected and many 
of the tomatoes whit h did main rn on 
the stalks were badly scalded as tie 
result of the rain followed by intense 
heat. Ab a result the tomato yield this 
year will la- below normal. The tomato 
harvest at present is in full swing and 
many of the more extensive grow ers in 
the county a re ta king their crops to 
nearb y canneries.
